You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Westmoreland on Tuesday, the 
Ninth day of March, 2010 at 11 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subject: 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuring year. 


Following the counting of ballots, the meeting will recess until 7:00 PM March 10, 2010 
at the Westmoreland School gymnasium. 


Article 2: To hear reports of Agents and take any action relative thereto. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $159,500 for the 
purpose of buying a new tanker. The sum of $25,000 will come from the Westmoreland 
Firefighter Association Fund, $55,000 will be withdrawn from the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $79,500 of bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the municipal 
officers to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon. 
2/3 Ballot Vote is required. Both the Select Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
Article. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select Board to sell the 1979 
International cab and chassis that was previously used as a tanker. By law, any proceeds 
received from this sale must go into the General Fund.

The remaining Articles are to be 
considered on Wednesday, March 11, 2009 at 7:00 pm at the Westmoreland School 
during the Annual Town Meeting after a recess. Polls were declared closed at 7:00 pm 
on Tuesday, March 10, 2009 by Peter Heed, Moderator. 


Moderator Peter Heed called the Westmoreland Annual Town Meeting to order at 
7:02 pm at the Westmoreland School on Wednesday, March 11, 2009, with the Pledge of 
Allegiance and the singing of our National Anthem, reading through the entire warrant 
aloud and then with the reading of the results of Articles One as follows:

ARTICLE 2: To hear the reports of Agents and take any action relative thereto. 
Article moved by David Putnam and seconded by G. Russell Austin. 
No Discussion. 


ARTICLE 2 WAS VOTED UNANIMOUSLY IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE 
VOTE. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $140,000 
for the purpose of buying a new tanker. The sum of $25,000 will come from the Fire 
Truck Capital Reserve, $25,000 from the Fire Fighter Association, and to authorize 
the issuance of not more than $90,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the 

provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the municipal 
officers to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon. 2/3 Ballot Vote required. (The Selectmen and the Budget Committee 
do not recommend this Article.) 


Motion moved by Scott Talbot and Seconded by Georgiana Hamilton. Article 3 was 
addressed by Chief Harry Nelson who stated that Tanker 1 blew an engine in June of 
2008 so that is the truck needing replacement. He stated that they are looking to take the 
tank that is on Tanker 1 now and put it on Tanker 2, which has developed at leak in the 
tank. That tank had come off an old oil truck and the tank is over 40 years old so they are 
looking to replace that, which is what Article 5 does is Article 1 does not pass. He asked 
for questions which he would be willing to answer of he could, or perhaps the truck 
committee or fire department would try. The Moderator asked for clarification that if this 
article passes, then we will not be addressing Article 5 tonight, but if this article does not 
pass, we will be taking up Article 5 which is a smaller, replacement of just a tank. Harry 
stated that is correct. Harry stated that if the people refer to page 15 of their Annual 
Report, about % of the way down, they will see that it was mentioned last year that this 
truck was due to be replaced. It is a 1979 truck, it’s 30 years old, we’ve already thrown a 
lot of money into it. They got the motor fixed, but it is a temporary fix, they’ve put 2 
transmissions in it, etc. It has seen a lot of service, and it is due to be replaced. 
Moderator Peter Heed then opened up questions. Tim Thompson asked why the 
Selectmen and Budget Committee did not recommend this article. David Putnam stated 
that they had 2 major ticket items this year and so they decided to support just one of 
them, so they supported the Highway truck instead. The Selectmen, he stated do support 
Article 5 though, which is to replace the tank only. Eleanor Venezia asked what the 
trade-in value is on the tanker. Harry stated that they could sell the chassis, but it had no 
other value. Pat Baker spoke to the article stating that now is a good time to borrow 
money, with the interest rates. Harry stated that the truck is a the truck committee went 
out and looked around and they found $140.000 which is very conservative price, a lot of 
them were $180,000 - $190,000, but we found that there were three smaller companies 


who could make what we want for $140,000, and with the interest rates now, it would be 
a good time. They still need to replace Tanker 1 soon if they fix just the tank now. Mike 
Henchey asked why the Highway Department can get a Full Truck with everything for 
$5,000 less than the Fire Department can get a tanker, stating also that times are tough 
and getting tougher, and with the teachers Friday asking for a contract with raises for the 
next three years, along with everything else, and why do we need 2 tankers anyway. 
Harry stated that the Tanker is more sophisticated than a Highway truck. It takes a lot 
more man hours to put together and has to have a lot of plumbing and is more detailed. 
The Town has always had 2 tankers, as long as he has been here, at least 20 years. The 
town has no hydrants so we get most of the water from Maplewood and if they are out on 
Route 12, one is getting more water while the other is at the scene. The trucks need a 
certain water level from the brooks in order to take it from them, and if you remember 
right a couple of years ago, it was hard even to find water running in some brooks as we 
were so dry. The trucks are our bread and butter and responded to 38 calls in 2008, a lot 
of Mutual Aid calls — they rely on us. Lori Schreier stated that the Fire Department 
received an estate donation in their letter and asked if the Firefighter’s Association is 
donating any money from that to the new truck. Jeanne Sy asked if the Town getting any 
of the stimulus money that is going from the state to the towns? David Putnam stated 
that they have asked for money from the state before but haven’t gotten any so if they 
give it to us, we'll get it, but he doesn’t expect it. Jeanne stated that this is NEW money, 
and the Selectmen need to and should be applying for some of it for the Town. Barry 
Shonbeck stated that the old truck is 23 years old with only 9,000 miles, yet they are 
expecting 30 years out of a new truck. Harry stated that all of the miles are not local 
miles. A few years ago we had to go to Irving, Massachusetts, and that is 50 miles one 
way. A lot of the calls locally don’t put a lot of miles on the truck, but it is a lot of wear 
and tear on them. Scott Talbot stated that he had looked into a 5 year bond with figures 
of interest from 1 — 5% and stated the interest cost to the town for each. Ken Thompson 
asked what this will cost us in our taxes, what the impact on Article 13, the operating 
budget it this passes. Russ Austin stated that the Operating Budget only is up $22,000, 
which is approximately 2% or $42. on a $100,000 home. Jack Zeller asked if the 
operating budget includes personnel. The answer was yes. Mike Henchey stated that we 
are a part of Mutual Aid and stated that Mutual Aid is a 2-way street, that we send our 
trucks when needed and they send us trucks if we need so, again, why do we need 2 
tankers and why don’t they use money from the estate they were given? Harry stated that 
there was a gift of $60,000 given to the Firefighters Association along with 4 other 
organizations in the area from Catherine Steinheuser in her will. They are donating 
$25,000 from the Firefighters Association toward the new truck, as they have things they 
want to use it for and referred people to the handout given. Tom Finnegan stated that the 
balance in the Firefighter’s Association Fund is just over $60,000, most of which is from 
this gift. Karl Shonbeck asked if they had considered putting a new motor and 
transmission in this other tanker, since they had put so much into it anyway. Harry stated 
that they went to the Selectmen when Tanker 1’s motor blew, and sat down with them to 
discuss the options of which a new motor was one, said the truck is 30 years old and 
weren’t going to put $15,000 into a new motor, so we just repaired it with a quick fix for 
now. Ken Abbott stated that if new trucks are $180,000 - $190,000, how was Harry able 
to get a price of $140,000 for a new truck, and also had they looked into used trucks. 


Harry stated that he has been looking since the Selectmen told him to spec one out and he 
has also looked into used, but we have a small house, and a lot of the used trucks won’t 
fit into our house. Moderator Peter Heed asked that if this Article passes, will we be over 
in the 10% rule, and David Putnam stated yes, the Municipal Agent Lawyer stated that 
we would have to cut the Operating Budget by $16,000 if this passed in order to stay 
within the law. Even though $25,000 was a gift, lowering the money to be borrowed, it 
puts us over by $16,000. R. Bruce Smith stated that obviously the Selectmen knew this 
before the meeting, and asked where the Selectmen would cut if this article passes. Russ 
Austin stated that they would start with the Capital Reserve monies, and wouldn’t be 
setting so much money aside in those articles. Graham Gitchell stated that Tanker 1 has 
240,000 miles on its chassis and a great tank and putting that on Tanker 2 the 9000 mile 
chassis, with the bad tank still doesn’t solve the problem. We’re still putting a good tank 
onto and old truck. Ian Dewey stated that this truck is not used just for structure calls, it 
is also used for brush fires. Taking water into brush fires is common for a tanker. Also, 
we need to look that we live in rural areas, we need trucks for both brush and structure. 
Bill Fosher asked that if we don’t pass this, and put into the Capital Reserve, what’s the 
possibility putting article 5 through, with the possibility of getting one more year out of 
it? Robert Ball asked if when this was taken to the Selectmen and the conversation 
ensued that this was not a wise expenditure, was the Steinheuser funds available then or 
is this new data that could change this conversation. Is that a potential rethink now that 
you have this money? Harry stated that this money was known about, but did not have it 
yet, the money came in November. But if the Selectmen did not want to put $15,000 in a 
new motor, why should the Association? The Association was donating $25,000 to the 
new truck, but it the Association’s money, not his to make any decisions other than that. 
Jeanne Sy asked if Article 4 falls into the 10% rule. Russ Austin stated that the DRA told 
them that it was just Article 3. Kelly Goodrich stated that Article 3, because the Budget 
Committee does not recommend it, it falls into the 10% rule. Russ Austin stated that that 
was right, he remembered that they said that because the Budget Committee and 
Selectmen did not recommend it, it would set it into the 10% rule. Lori Ingram asked if 
we could use the Steinheuser money toward the purchase and that would take it out of the 
10% rule. Harry stated that that is Association money and he cannot say yes or no, it 
would have to be voted on at a meeting by the association. Russ Kotfila stated that no 
one has had a vehicle that has given them problems, and everyone knows what it is to put 
good money after bad. By putting the tank from Tanker 2 onto Tanker 1, it is just that, 
putting good money after bad. These trucks are old and though it may not have a lot of 
miles on it for a regular vehicle, for this type of work it does. Not one of us would think 
twice if our home was on fire, we’d pay any price. This is too important to turn down 
now and with the interest rates being so low, like Pat stated. Who knows what the 


interest rates will be next year. Marshall Gordon moved questions, seconded by Paul 
Berch. 


BALLOT VOTE, WHICH NEEDED 2/3 VOTE REVEALED 157 Voted 
YES - 97 Votes NO - 60 Votes 


ARTICLE 3 IS DEFEATED AND DOES NOT PASS. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $135,000 
for the purpose of buying a highway truck with plows. The sum of $60,000 will 
come from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $50,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the municipal officers to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, 
and $25,000 to be raised by taxes. 2/3 Ballot Vote required. (The Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee recommend this Article.) 


Motion to move by David Putnam and Seconded by G. Russell Austin. David spoke 
to the Article stating that this truck is to replace the small 550 truck which is a “lemon”. 
We have dumped a lot of money into it. We thought that we could use the smaller truck 
for the back roads, but it cannot handle it so we need another full-size truck. We will 
keep the smaller truck for limited use. Gary Hudson spoke to the article stating that we 
have had a lot of truck issues with the 550. This year alone we have had to replace 
brakes, etc., last year it was the front end. The first year we owned it, it had to be towed 
5 times. We will still use it for the sweeper and York rake, take it to get parts, patch pot 
hole, etc. And limp it along as long as we can. David Raabe asked if the Town needs 2 
big truck and 1 little truck, and asked if perhaps we could sell the little truck, or do we 
still have enough need for the smaller truck? David Putnam stated we still have the need 
for a smaller truck. Patrick Greenwood asked if the Town needs another big truck, or 
could we maybe use a mid-version 4x4 for the rural roads that could still haul 700 yards 
of gravel. Gary Hudson stated that there is very little price difference between the mid- 
size version and the big truck, and we had discussed the possibility, but it seems that it 
would be too small for some of the big truck use and too big for some of the small truck 
use. | 


BALLOT VOTE, WHICH NEEDED 2/3 VOTE REVEALED 157 Voted 
YES 106 Votes NO 51 Votes 
ARTICLE 4 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE AND PASSES. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to 
replace the tank on tanker 2. $25,000 will come from the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $25,000 of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the municipal officers to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon. 2/3 Ballot Vote required. (The Selectmen and 
Budget Committee recommend this Article) 


Motion to move by David Putnam and Seconded by Marjorie Merena. David 
Putnam spoke to the Article stating the tank on tanker 2 is 40 years old and leaks and 
could rupture. The Selectmen felt that this was a more cost effective way to rectify the 
problem. Mike Henchey stated he would like to Amend the Article stating that $25,000

come from the Capital Reserve Fund, and $25,000 come from the Fire Fighter 
Association, the $25,000 they were going to put toward the new tanker from their fund. 
The Amendment was moved by Selena Gallen and seconded by George Duke. Tom 
Finnegan stated that the only way the money from the Fire Fighters Association can be 
spent is by a vote from the members, and that it is not possible to use this in the 
amendment of this article. Mike Henchey asked that since we gave the Association the 
money, so why can we not get use of it. Paul Berch asked does the Motion mandate the 
Association give the money, or could the Selectmen ask that they give it. Tom Hanna 
stated that the Amendment is illegal stating that the Town cannont make the Association 
give the money to this article, and therefore we should rule this amendment out of order. 


Amendment was Defeated by Voice Vote. 


Russell Kotfila stated that we should Kill this Motion and put additional money into the 
Capital Reserve Fund. Putting the new tank on tanker 2 would just be throwing good 
money after bad. It just makes no sense. Patricia Cooke asked if the town should include 
the $15,000 to add the motor to the other truck. Barry Shonbeck asked how dire is the 
need for the tank. Harry stated that as leaks pop up, they have been fixing them. Tina 
Fletcher asked how does the Fire Department feel the Town should vote on this Article to 
which Harry Nelson stated that he could not speak for the Department, but he would 
suggest we shoot this article down, put extra money into the Capital Reserve Fund and 
come back next year for a new tanker. Scott Talbot stated that he agrees with the Chief. 
Bob Ball asked that assume this article is voted down, what the latitude for when the 
tanker breaks down through the year. David Putnam stated that when the engine blew, 
the fire department came to the selectmen for the $15,000 to remake the motor, and we 
told him that they feel that Gary sacrifices other things in his budget to make it work — he 
does it all the time, and the Selectmen feel Harry should sacrifice some in his budget, 
instead of coming to the Selectmen for the money. Harry said he will be back at the 
Selectmen’s desk the next time something happens. 


Moderator Peter Heed called questions. 

BALLOT VOTE, WHICH NEEDED 2/3 VOTE REVEALED 140 Voted 

YES 7 Votes NO 133 Votes 

ARTICLE 5 IS DEFEATED AND DOES NOT PASS. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) to be placed in the existing Highway Capital Reserve 
Fund. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this Article) 

Motion moved by David Putnam and Seconded by Marjorie Merena. David Putnam 


stated that the Capital Reserve Fund is being drained for the new highway truck. Article 
4 used a large sum of the money. This is to put some back in.

Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be placed in the existing Bridge Reconstruction 
Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this 
Article) 


Motion moved by David Putnam and Seconded by Marjorie Merena. David stated 
that normally we ask for a larger amount to be put in this fund, but this year we are 
looking to replace the 2 squashed culverts at the end of South Village Road. It is what 
the state calls a bridge, but it is just 2 squashed culverts, and this is all we will be 
replacing this year so we won’t need as much. 


ARTICLE 8 VOTED UNAIMOUSLY IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be placed in the existing Fire Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this Article) 


Motion moved by David Putnam and Seconded by Scott Talbot. Tom Hanna made 
Motion to Amend the article by $50,000 to a total of $55,000, which was Seconded by 
Eric Bone. Tom Hanna stated that it is inevitable that we are going to need a new fire 
truck and so it is only reasonable that we put more away so as to be ready. Gary Dermott 
stated that the other article was raising some by taxes and some by bond, that we should 
amend it to add only the amount that was going to be raised by taxes. Russ Kotfila asked 
if we could raise it to $25,000 as we need to put more in. Kelly Goodrich suggested 
shooting this down and put the equivalent in for funding. Bob Ball asked if we should 
defeat it and put in the budget neutral amount. Tina Fletcher stated she was confused as 
to how $50,000 would buy a new truck. Bill Campbell stated that the Selectmen choose 
how the Capital Reserve money is spent, not the Fire Department. David Putnam stated 
that how the Capital Reserve Fund works is that we were going to raise $5,000 out of 
pocket, and the other is to raise $25,000 out of pocket. G. Russell Austin stated the totals 
in the Capital Reserve Funds are on page 39. 


Amendment to Article 9 to add $50,0000 to the Article, therefore making the 
Amendment read: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty- 
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five thousand dollars ($55,000) to be placed in the existing Fire Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund is defeated by voice vote. 


Russell Kotfila then made Motion to Amend Article 9 by adding $25,000 to the 
$5,000, totaling $30,000. Bob Ball Seconded. Jack Zeller asked how this amendment 
neutralizes the budget. Tim Thompson stated that since Article 5 was defeated, $25,000 
would not be used and this would increase the overall budget. Jason Magee asked if it 
has to affect the budget because they explained the 10% rule. Tom Hanna stated that 
either of the other articles would have affected the budget as they are not included in the 
Operating budget and are added after and it is impacted by the Articles. Dawn Lincoln 
stated that we add it to the Capital Reserve Fund we will have more toward the truck 
later, and would just be paying it now for that benefit. 


Amended Article adding $30,000 to the Fire Equipment Capital Reserve fund voted in 
the Affirmative by Voice Vote. 


ARTICLE 9, AS AMENDED, now reads : To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the usm of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to be placed in the existing Fire 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. 


AMENDED ARTICLE 9 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the municipality will vote to establish a Capitol Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Town Hall Clock Repair and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be placed in this 
fund. (Majority vote required.) (The Selectmen and the Budget Committee 
recommend this Article.) 


Motion moved by David Putnam and seconded by Marjorie Merena. Marjorie said 
that the town clock will be 100 years old in a few years and they felt they would like to 
have some work done on it. Bob Hamilton spoke to the Article stating that the clock is a 
landmark in town, and perhaps the town’s most dedicated employee. It has ticked away 
for 91 years. Ed cleaned out the room from a lot of the dirt and dust where the clock is 
wound, etc. The clock has been maintained by WD-40 in the past to keep it moving, but 
over the years the dust, along with the WD-40 and other lubricants, etc has made quite a 
mess. This clock cannot just be shipped out as it has 1200 pounds just in weights. 


Tim Thompson stated that due to the typo in this Article, we would be sending the 
money to Washington, DC instead, and we do not wish to do that so please correct the 
word “Capitol” to “Capital” first. 

ARTICLE 10 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 11: To see what disposition the town will vote to make of the Jotham Lord 
Fund. The funds are included in the proposed operating budget. 
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Motion moved by David Putnam and seconded by Marjorie Merena. Lynn 
Zimmerman asked to amend the article for the funds to go the Town Public Library. 
David Putnam stated there was around $140 in the fund this year. 


AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE 11 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE 
VOTE. 


AMENDED ARTICLE 11 now reads: The town votes to give the Jotham Lord Fund to 
the Town Public Library. The funds are included in the proposed operating budget. 


AMENDED ARTICLE 11 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 12: Shall the Town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A:4-a 1(b) to 
authorize the conservation commission to expend funds for contributions to “qualified 
organizations” for the purchase of property interests, or facilitating transactions 
related thereto, where the property interest is to be held by the qualified organization 
and the town will retain no interest in the property. 


Motion moved by David Putnam and seconded by Selena Gallen. R. Marshall Patmos 
spoke to the Article stating that the conservation fund would give money to those who 
wish to put their land in conservation by helping to pay for title searches, surveying costs, 
easement costs, and other fees which are required and some people cannot afford but 
wish to have their land in conservation. It does not require us to take fees, we would 
have not interest in this property. It would be a donated conservation piece. If one would 
like to have their property in conservation in the conservation of public land and the town 
would have no headaches or liability from having hold on the real estate. The 
Conservation Commission would have to have a Public Hearing on any expenditure of 
the funds before they could release them. When asked how is the “qualifying 
organization” defined, Marshall stated that there are Federal Tax Codes, etc. that would 
qualify them. Gary Dermott stated that if we were going to provide monies, he would 
like the wording to state that the monies would be used for properties in our town. 
Marshall Patmos states that the “(b)” in the Statute limits this. Bill Campbell asked if the 
funds could be used by other towns and Marshall said no. Gary asked if this could extend 
to properties between two towns. Marshall said that would not be allowed. Tom Hanna 
stated that Towns have been helping with this for a long time. The Town has had to take 
an interest in the property and do not wish to so this take executor easement and the town 
does not have the responsibility, nor the liability. It is a “housekeeping” thing. Jim Myers 
asked if the Town has $50,000 in this fund, why is the town delegating a third party to 
do this. Marshall stated that if the Town decides to pay the land owner to offset the cost 
of deed, etc, so that this person can put the piece of land in conservation, the Town will 
still have an interest in the property, but it will not suffer any of the legal problems. Jim 
Starkey asked if the Conservation Commission, not the Town, makes the decision. 
Marshall stated that there must be a Public Hearing where the Town can have input. Bill 
Campbell stated that this went into effect in January of 2009. David stated that there was 
a second choice added in January. We are talking of “b” not “a”. Dawn Lincoln stated 
that we are giving a “qualified organization” the right. Tom Hanna stated that this is 
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benefitting both the Land Owner and the Town in conservation of land in our town. The 
landowner can permanently preserve his/her land, he/she will continue to own the land 
but will have restrictions on the land. Tom said, for example, the house on top a hill 
valued at $100,000 with potential for development, this would help that person to put this 
piece in conservation to restrict it from being developed. They will pay taxes as if in 
Current Use. Marshall stated that the funds in the Conservation Committees Fund comes 
from 50% of what the Town bills and receives for the Land Use Change Tax (taking a 
piece of land out of Current Use). 


ARTICLE 12 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
million, twenty five thousand, five hundred sixty six dollars ($1,025,566) which 
represents the operating budget. Said sum does not include Special or individual 
articles. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee Recommend this Article) 


Motion to move by David Putnam and seconded by G. Russell Austin. 


Russ spoke to the Article stating that there was a raise for the Selectmen in the budget 
from $1500 to $2000. He said when he first was a Selectmen in 1999, the Selectmen 
received $1000 per year and then it went to $1500 around 2004, and now is $2000. 


Barry Shonbeck asked if we should amend to add the Hazardous Waste Days into the 
Budget. We are not on the list for the County to go to Keene, so we should be again. G. 
Russell Austin stated that they let us in anyway, so just show up in Keene on those days. 


Jan Carpenter spoke on behalf of the Historical Society, stating copies of their annual 
report have been handed out and are available, make sure to pass them on to friends and 
neighbors as they were not printed in the Annual Report for the second year in a row. It 
tells of the Society’s hard work and efforts. She said they submitted a request to the 
Selectmen for a warrant to ask for $2000 for the re-electrification of the Corner School 
House, but the Selectmen said is not the time, which was not revealed in the minutes. So, 
she is asking that the Townspeople consider putting $1500 into Line #4194 of the Budget 
to put electric power back in, residing the back of the Lon the corner school and making 
it more secure. It is cold and has no bathroom facilities. She had asked the Selectmen for 
a small space on the 2" floor of the Town Hall since they were not contracting the 
storage in the cellar be done from last year’s meeting, and she was turned down. This is a 
part of our Town and needs to be in a place where the members can be warm and there is 


light so they can work on things as needed for the organization and preservation of our 
history. 


AMENDMENT OF ADDING $1500, THUS MAKING THE TOTAL OPERATING 
BUDGET $ 1,027,066, VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Kelly Goodrich asked to Amend the Article by adding $1500 to line 4229 for the fixed 
costs of the Fire Department. As Chairman of the Budget Committee, he said they had 
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voted to cut the line by $1500, but have changed their minds as it is for insurance costs, 
etc. 


AMENDMENT OF ADDING $1500, THUS MAKING THE TOTAL OPERATING 
BUDGET $1,028,566, VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Paul Berch raised a question as to Line 4210. Given that at the last Town Meeting we 
learned we had a second Police Officer, wondered if anything had been added to the 
Liability Insurance Line. David Putnam stated that YES, we had 2 police officers in 
town for atime. We had a Police Chief with a second officer, which didn’t go over 
budget, as the Chief paid the second officer out of his pocket. This started out 
successfully, but as of tonight, he has tenured his resignation. Paul stated that given the 
wishes of the Town at the last Town Meeting, no money was appropriated for the purpose 
to have a 2™ constable, neither do we have a report from either constable in our Town 
Report. David said the Selectboard had appropriated and paid for the insurance for the 
second constable. JoAnn LaBarre stated that she had received any paperwork from the 
Selectmen to, and had not paid a second constable, nor had she paid any insurance on a 
second constable. Bob Moore suggested a breakdown of what was paid to the Constable. 
Ian Dewey suggested that when hiring a new constable, perhaps the Board look into 
hourly pay instead of salary. 


Cindi Adler asked to Amend the Article to add $4740 to line 4140 to restore the 
Selectmen’s Appropriation for the Town Clerk’s Salary and Fees. She stated without 
even approaching her, the Budget Committee decided to cut her pay by taking away her 
small salary and fees and just give her a substantially decreased salary in its place She 
stated that at the last Town Meeting she came to the Town with a proposal that she had 
worked hard to get for the Townspeople, with VIRTUALLY NO COST to the Town, to 
appoint her as a Municipal State Agent, thereby giving the townspeople the OPTION of 
paying their motor vehicle state fees and receiving their plates and/or stickers at the Town 
Clerk’s Office instead of having to go to Keene. This generated a lot more work, as she 
now keeps another set of books and all the inventory needed for this and is paid for this 
by Municipal Agent Fees for their Clerk. She explained that the only revenue generated 
from the Town Clerk’s office has always been the Motor Vehicle permit fees they pay 
(minus the Town Clerk fee for this) to the Town which they can claim on their Income 
Taxes, a very small amount for the Dog Licenses, which had become a lot smaller 
without the Inventory Form and enforcement; and the fee for overdrafts which is a 
relatively new fee the Selectmen have added. The Town has always paid a small salary 
and then the fees make up the rest. The Town Clerk sometimes makes a little more, or a 
little less each year, depending on the fees and the economy. She stated that in fact, she 
took a hit in 2002 from fees and with the small increase in salary and the fees not doing 
so well still, she did not receive that amount of pay again until 2007, which she knows is 
part of the job and the part one does for their town. Therefore, she is asking that the 
Town add $4740 in “anticipation” of Town Clerk Salary and Fees. Kelly Goodrich, 
Budget Committee Chairman stated that it was nothing personal, but because she is now 
receiving the State Agent Fees, they felt that it was too much of an increase in pay. The 
Budget Committee felt that it had been giving the Town Clerk pretty decent raises in her 
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salary, and that he didn’t know about the fees and the 2002 part, but felt that maybe 
salary would protect her in later years when fees drop, if they do. Jan Carpenter stated 
that if you do more work, you expect more pay, so the Town should pay increase it. Pam 
Martens stated that that would be a large percentage decrease in her pay and she is doing 
more. It makes no sense. Her pay should increase. Marjorie Merena asked the Clerk 
how many hours a week she works and the Moderator shut her down, stating that is not 
the issue at hand. 


AMENDMENT TO ADD $4740, THUS MAKING THE OPERATING BUDGET 
$1,033,306., VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Cindi Adler asked to Amend the Article to reduce line 4130 by $7800 which is the 
cost of the Tax Collector Software, Laptop Computer and Printer, stating that this could 
wait and that if anyone had been in her office lately, can see there is NO ROOM FOR 
ANY additional equipment. She stated that $6,000 seems extremely high for software for 
the Tax Collector’s package as we only bill once a year, and it would have to do a lot for 
that kind of expense, and with the economy thought that this could be cut for now. David 
Putnam stated that we had a FULL Outside Town Audit done for 2007 because we had 
received so much money from FEMA in 2007, and since everything is hand written by 
the Tax Collector, the Auditor strongly recommended we purchase the software to make 
the audit easier in tracking. He went on to state that the Tax Collector came to them with 
a proposal to buy a computer for the Tax Collector a couple of years ago. 


AMENDMENT OF DECREASE OF $7800 DEFEATED BY VOICE VOTE. 


AMENDED ARTICLE 13, which now reads: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One million, thirty-three thousand, three hundred six dollars 
($1.033,306.), which represents the Amended operating budget. Said sum does not 
include Special or individual articles. 


AMENDED ARTICLE 13 VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
ARTICLE 14: To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 

G. Russell Austin thanked David Putnam for his six solid years of service to the Town 
as Selectman, stating that he had worked with him for a couple of those years and felt 
David used a lot of common sense and at times was quite outspoken, but he did a good 
job. A thankful round of applause was response. 

William Campbell wished to thank Gary Hudson for climbing into the burning 
highway truck and driving it out of the Highway Garage, saving the garage. Gary was 


given a gracious round of applause. 


Marjorie Merena thanked David Putnam for his service as Selectmen stating that she 
has never met a more fair person and he is the most honest person she knows.

The Selectmen’s Report — 2009 


The end of the aughts saw the Town in the black. However, I feel it wise to give this heads- 
up to residents: Our major Capitol Reserves, which are our savings accounts, remain lean — 
the Bridge Capitol Reserve in particular. The Town has four red listed bridges — Makenin 
Road and Spofford Road bridges since 1991, South Village Road bridge since 1996, and the 
River Road bridge by the old jail, since 1999. Our Highway Department has repaired and 
replaced many of our bridges at considerable savings (without State Bridge Aid). Now the 
DES rules have changed and bridges are required to have a “natural bottom” (for fish — 
even though there may be no resident fish in the area). And the cost of Bridge replacement 
continues to rise. The Bridge Capitol Reserve, with the addition of $15,000 in the budget 
for 2010 totals about $55,000 — a drop in the bucket. 


At this writing, the computer formerly used by the past constable has been repaired and is 
scheduled to have the Avitar Tax Collection program installed. It will then be linked to the 
Selectmen’s Office computer. Funds are in the 2010 budget to train the Tax Collector and 
the Deputy Tax Collector to use the program. The program will improve the efficiency of 
tax collection tasks. We are also in the process of updating the computer in the Selectmen’s 
Office and will have back-up storage off the premises. So far we’ve been fortunate but luck 
runs Out and an off-site back-up is much needed. 


Jim Merritt has completed work on the Selectmen’s Office and on the rest room which is 
now handicapped accessible. The Selectmen’s meeting room is more spacious and able to 
accommodate files for the Planning and Zoning boards. 


Last year’s commitment to energy reduction is paying off. The timed thermostat installed by 
Dick Schmidt (who performed the energy audit on Town Hall in 2007) has favorably reduced 
oil consumption. And although most of the energy saving “quick-fixes” recommended 
have failed to be completed, the oil bill dropped considerably for the heating year 2009. 


‘This past year the Supervisors of the Checklists lost two members. Both Dottie Thompson 
and Barbara Messer resigned and later in the year Mrs. Thompson passed away. The Town 
appreciates their long time involvement and thank both deeply. Their friendly, familiar 
faces are missed. 


This year Bill Chase was appointed Emergency Management Director and a Deputy 
Emergency Manager will be added in 2010. Lloyd Draper remains our health officer with 
Barb Chase as Deputy. The Town is fortunate to have this dedicated team working on our 
emergency safety plan with the State. Should a disaster strike, this on-going work will see 
that Westmoreland will have a command central with communication facilities and trained 
volunteers to assist. 


Thanks to all who have contributed to the good of the Town. Positive resident participation 
is welcome and encouraged. Willingness to serve on boards, attend meetings, and volunteer 
for committees assures fair representation and transparency.

ANNUAL REPORT 2009 


During 2009, the library has witnessed several major changes to its physical plant. The 
biggest investment was the installation of a flush septic system, made possible by 
donations from the Lions Club and the PTA and by our neighbors, the Longsjos, who 
shared their land, water resources and the costs. In addition, the malfunctioning floor 
furnace was replaced by a new gas heater on the west wall. With the reattachment of 
the gas fireplace logs which were donated by a generous patron, there are fewer 
draughts as well as a comfortable reading space. Window screens were installed on the 
south side to cut the glare on the computers. Programs, Gifts and Grants: Our Annual 
Book Sale netted $350 which fulfilled the requirement of the Libri Foundation matching 
grant. This is our second Libri Grant which provides children’s books to rural libraries. 
Our Story Hour was coordinated by Gina Gitchell who also assisted in the Summer 
Reading Program “Summer Time and the Reading is Easy.” We had a full house for 
Gordon Hayward’s presentation “Art and the Garden,” in July. The annual Wise Mine 
Tour in September, guided by owner Bob Borofsky, brought out over 40 local 
prospectors. In December, children and families delighted in building gingerbread 
houses with us. The Book Group, coordinated by Pat Cooke, met each month. Gifts 
included “Homes of Westmoreland,” by Sandy Blake, in memory of Jim; Calendar from 
the Historical Society and cash donations from local individuals and groups. There were 
38 programs in which a total of 288 adults and 220 children participated. Circulation 
and Patrons: The library was open a total of 153 days. 38 new patrons registered. 
There were 3337 visits from patrons who borrowed 4206 items from our library, and 
we borrowed 334 books from other NH libraries for patrons. Our library loaned 220 
items to other libraries. Of the items borrowed from our library 59% were fiction; 25% 
non-fiction; 3% magazines; 10% video; and 3% were audio-books. Reference: 27 
inquiries involving research time were answered. Acquisitions: We added 381 books to 
our holdings, of which 146 were donated, including 62 from the Libri Foundation. 
Discarded: 352 books and 10 audio-visual materials were withdrawn. In-Library Use: 
160 patrons used our reading room and copier; 141 used our patron computer or 
wireless service. Overdues: Notices were mailed for 31 overdue items. Collection 
Management: New easy to read labels were affixed to the picture books for the 
children. A fairly extensive effort to weed the Adult Fiction brought many volumes to 
the book sale. Volunteers: 345 hours were logged in by volunteers who continue to 
assist in the processing of new materials and book sale preparation and organization, 
and children’s programming. Outreach: Initiated this fall was a program to bring local 
artists’ work to the library as well as authors of children’s books. Book bags of new 
books are shared with the Westmoreland School on a regular schedule. Staff: Staff 
changes occurred in February when Julie King resigned, and in September, when Maisie 
Crowther resigned for health reasons. Jayne Burnett stepped aside from Board Chair to 
become interim Director, while Pete Longsjo took over as Board Chair. Louise Slayton 
joined the Board as Treasurer and now handles bills and accounts. Cindy Cote kindly 
returned to the Board, Marjorie Merena and Lynn Zimmerman complete the Library 
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Board. New Library Staff members include Pat Cooke, Patty Krasner and Sue Longsjo. 


As we think back on the year and the passing of our friend, Julie King, we are reminded 
that change is inevitable and endures. We are also reminded of the wonders of a small 
town and offer thanks to our Board, staff, volunteers and patrons who worked so hard 
and offered so much to our library during the year. As the Librarian for over 14 years, it 
has been my privilege to work with and for the Town of Westmoreland.

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2009 REPORT OF THE WESTMORELAND CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


NH RSA 36-A, provides a Conservation Commission with the basic purpose to identify, protect and 
conserve the land and water resources of their community. Charged by RSA 482-A, and RSA 483-B the 
Commission reviews local wetland applications and, in conjunction with the NH Wetlands Bureau, is 
involved in the NH Shoreland Protection Act. In addition we have a responsibility in the review process 
of sand and gravel permitting under RSA 155-E. Information and applications for the activities described 
are available at the town office, at the town website at westmorelandtown.com or at the NH Department of 
Environmental Resources at des.nh.gov. : 


In addition to reviewing and responding to wetland applications and general wetland issues, 

environmental concerns and inquiries, the Commission has been reviewing town ordinances for possible 
suggestions for change, submitted a steep slope/driveway ordinance to and worked with the planning 
board on a couple issues including conservation subdivisions and gravel pit applications and has continued 
to pursue an energy committee on behalf of the town, 


We continue to participate in the Community Conservation Partnership (CCP) with the Monadnock 
Conservancy, Antioch New England Institute, the Southwest Region Planning Commission, UNH 
Cooperative Extension and 5 other towns in the area. Input gathered from residents at two town forums 
has been consolidated and prioritized in preparation of a Conservation Plan which, at the end of 2009, was 
approaching its final draft. When finalized and after a public hearing it will be presented to the planning 
board for approval and inclusion in the Town Master Plan 


An updated Water Resource/Property line/Zoning map has been prepared by the Southwest Region 
Planning Commission. It’s available at the town office. A CD was also prepared and we distributed copies 
to the Selectmen, Planning Board, Zoning Board, School and Library. 


Pursuing a conservation easement on the County farm property in Westmoreland remains a high priority. 
We have been represented at a couple meetings concerning the County property. 


On Aprill8 the Commission spearheaded a fourth very successful roadside clean-up project. Thanks to the 
28 volunteers who participated, 21.3 miles of roads were cleaned up yielding 120 bags of trash. Another 
clean-up project is planned for April 17, 2010. 


We welcomed new members, Gary Dermott and Bill Fosher to the Commission. 


As usual, members are active in a number of committees and groups in town and the region and have 
attended a variety of natural resource training and seminars throughout the year. We also have 
representation on the town water protection program committee coordinated by the Granite State Rural 
Water Association, representation on the Connecticut Joint Rivers Commission and the Monadnock 
Conservancy. 


The Commission meets the first Thursday of the month at the Town Hall. Feel free to contact any of the 
members about our work or with questions or concerns with environmental or conservation issues. Also 
check the town website for more information on the Conservation Commission.

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Planning Board Report 
2009 


Westmoreland Planning Board members are appointed by the Selectmen. The board holds 
regular meetings at the Town Hall on the second Tuesday of each month at 7:00 PM. These 
meetings are open to the public. If anyone has business to bring before the board, they should 
contact the board’s secretary, Lori-Anne Ingram, to be put on the agenda. Anything requiring a 
hearing must be officially noticed which means that the secretary must receive the information 
21 days prior to the meeting. 


Jim Ranson is now the alternate member and Russ Kotfila is the Selectboard Representative. 


In 2009 there were: one lot line adjustment, one site plan approved, one still in process, and two 
minor subdivisions approved. There were three informational meetings with people who 
wanted to know about processes for use of their land and one site visit. There were two items 
that were referred to the Selectmen for review and addressing. We sent a letter to the county 
respectfully reminding them that any change in use of county land that would no longer be used 
by the county directly must follow town processes and ordinances. 


We are working to remove inconsistencies between voted policies and handouts or posted 
materials that incorrectly reflect voted procedures. In addition, we are in the process of 
reviewing the town zoning ordinances. We have marked ones that we will revisit and make 
possible adjustments to. We surveyed businesses in the town in relation to sign ordinances. We 
also have been gathering information on how Westmoreland can best meet the new Workforce 
Housing Statutes and still maintain the rural character of the town. This will not be easy and the 
residents of Westmoreland will have some tough decisions to make when the draft changes are 
presented for town vote. We hope to have this project finished with revised ordinances ready for 
voting upon at the 2011 town meeting. 


The purpose of the planning board is to guide the development of the town. Decisions are made 
considering the landowner’s rights and desires and balancing this with the intent of the town as 
shown in the Master Plan and Zoning Ordinances through processes such as subdivision and site 
plan review. We would like to remind residents that the Zoning Ordinances and booklets listing 
the necessary steps and applicable ordinances for subdivision or site plan review as well as our 
board procedures are available in the Selectmen’s office and are on the town’s website 
www.westmorelandtown.com. If a resident is planning any changes or construction on any land 
in town, a call to the Zoning Administrator or Building Inspector is the first place to start. This 
is the best way to find out if any necessary permits or processes are needed. If residents have 
suggestions for changes for the Zoning Ordinances we encourage you to submit them to the 
board for consideration.

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For the 2009 Westmoreland Town Report 


The Westmoreland Historical Society (www.Westmorelandhistoricalsociety.org) is looking 
forward to its 55" year since originally organized as the Westmoreland Corner School Historical 
Association with Thornton H. Paine as President. 


Our number one priority remains the preservation of the Corner School building and to this end 
we were able to have the electrical wiring and all lighting inspected, some replaced and new 
outside lights installed on a timer. This was done with the money in the 2009 Town Budget for 
our use. Before April 1 PSNH will make the connection and we will be able to again have 
reliable electricity for our meetings and work days as well as some portable heaters when needed. 


New siding and insulation was put on the rear of the ell and painted, lovely daffodils planted and 
our new Memorial Garden established, as well as the bathroom wall painted. Four of our 
members, spent one of their Saturdays repairing some of the broken windows and caulking. Five 
combination/storm windows have been purchased and will be installed this spring. We hope to be 
able to repair the remaining windows and install more storm windows as soon as we are able to 
earn the funds. 


The long-anticipated Homes of Westmoreland book was published in July and has been selling 
very well. Our 2010 calendar, “Gathering Places of Westmoreland”, has not done as well as the 
2009 calendar, perhaps due in part to the general economy. Copies of Ashes to Ashes, Dust to 
Dust (cemetery records) continue to occasionally sell. 


On June 18” our Society hosted the meeting of the Monadnock Historical Societies’ 
Roundtable/Forum meeting at the Town Hall with an afternoon visit to the Corner School. There 
were 36 people present, representing 17 organizations. The largest turnout ever for this group in 
spite of the rainy day. 


Last fall the Lions Club very generously purchased two large metal storage units for the 
Historical Society and these are now set up in the Town Hall on the second floor. The material 
given to us from Bill Howland’s estate, some E. Westmoreland PTA records donated by Bob 
Moore, as well as a large portion of our other donations and documents are now being cataloged 
and stored there. An inventory of the books belonging to the Society was done and an 
alphabetical list made. 


The Program Committee arranged six very interesting and popular programs, one with Edie 
Clark, one by the Monadnock Conservancy. The Hurleys spoke and appraised books in the 
spring, and the Civil War, Old Maps and the Connecticut River were subjects at our fall meetings. 


Paula Page has made good progress on her Historical Tour of the town. We loaned several items 
for the current “School” exhibit at the Historical Society of Cheshire County, and contributed 
pictures and information for their companion booklet entitled “The Nursery of Liberty”. 


The Historic quilt made by a group of Westmoreland ladies in 1986 and raffled off was returned 


to our Society several years ago and has now been cleaned and restored by Rosalie Walker. It is 
now part of our collection. 


Our Society has obtained the approval of the three Selectmen to pursue the designation of a New 
Hampshire Historic Building for the Town Hall from the NH Division of Historical Resources 
and additional approval will be sought at Town Meeting. 


The Executive Committee continues to work on a long-range plan for the Society.

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ANNUAL REPORT - 2009 


Wantastiquet Region River Subcommittee 
of the Connecticut River Joint Commissions 


This year the Wantastiquet Region River Subcommittee published a new and expanded 
Connecticut River Recreation Management Plan and Water Resources Management Plan, and 
sponsored a number of presentations, including in Westmoreland, to acquaint the public with the 
findings. Each plan represents many months of deliberation and reaching consensus among people of 
widely different backgrounds, and includes extensive detail about the condition and health of the 
river. 

The Water Resources Plan emphasizes the environmental and economic benefits of keeping 
floodplains free of development and encouraging natural vegetation along riverbanks to keep them 
stable, block debris, shade the water, and filter pollutants from runoff. We encourage towns to 
consider our recommendations when updating town plans and revising zoning ordinances. 

Landowners planning projects near water should check first with the town office to see if a 
permit is needed. We urge all anglers and boaters to clean their gear carefully to avoid spreading 
milfoil, Didymo and other invasive plants and animals. 

Citizens interested in helping to represent the town should contact the Select Board. The 
Subcommittee is advisory and has no regulatory authority. The Subcommittee provides information 
and assistance to the states, towns, and landowners on projects near the river. A calendar, more about 
Didymo, advice on bank erosion and obtaining permits for work near the river, the Connecticut River 
Management Plan, and much more are on the web at www.crjc.org.

CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS 


This year the Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) published a major atlas of the 
Upper Connecticut River Watershed, Where the Great River Rises, and provided complimentary 
copies to area high schools and libraries. 

In 2009, we continued our work in river assessment and conducted water quality monitoring 
on the Lebanon to Claremont section of the river that is thought to be affected by combined sewer 
overflows. We are pleased to report that bacteria counts violated state standards for swimming safety 
in only one sample this summer. Details are posted at www.cesd.umass.edu/twi/index.html. 

In our bi-state meetings, we considered issues as wide-ranging as the economics of farmland 
conservation to the Northern Forest Center’s Sustainable Economy Initiative. In October, we hosted 
Governors Lynch and Douglas on a bi-state tour of the northern river valley. 

Through the Connecticut River Byway, CRJC works with communities, businesses and the 
states to strengthen the local base for heritage tourism. In 2009, we updated the Byway Map and 
Guide and a major exhibit. Visit the Byway at www.ctrivertravel.net. 

Appointed by the legislatures of New Hampshire and Vermont, the Connecticut River Joint 
Commissions welcome the public to our meetings on the last Monday of every other month. Visit our 
web site, www.crjc.org, for a calendar of events and useful information.

The meeting opened at 7:03 PM 
Moderator Peter Heed led the Pledge of Allegiance and the Star Spangled Banner. 


Mr. Heed welcomed all the town citizens; introduced the Westmoreland School Board 
Members, Stuart Adams (Chairman), Justine Fletcher, Michael Acerno, Madeline Ullrich 
and Ian Hurley. He also introduced Meredith Cargill Westmoreland School Principal, 
Wayne Woolridge Assistant Superintendent to Towns, and Timothy Ruehr Business

Mr. Acerno noted that the 2009/10 budget is 
up 1.13% thanks to the fiscal responsibility of Principal Cargill. Mrs. Lori Ingram asked 
why there is a significant increase in the school lunch program line? Mr. Acerno 
explained that about $85,000.00 is reimbursed by government funds each year and we 
only supplement the difference of the actual cost. We have recently built the new facility 
and run the program ourselves. We have a very high quality and highly nutritious 
program. We would rather have quality over cost. Mrs. Gwen Mitchell asked if this 
budget included any new positions or had any positions been cut from the budget? Mr. 
Acerno responded there are no new positions and no positions had been cut out of the 
budget. Mr. Adams noted that the Building Services line has been increased to 
$30,000.00 to help with our five year maintenance plan. While building the kitchen some 
building safety issues were brought to our attention from the NH Fire Marshall’s office 
regarding the ceiling insulation in the primary wing. Some additional money was added 
to this line to start addressing this issue. Perhaps we will receive stimulus funds to help 
offset this future project. Mr. Heed asked for any further discussion, hearing none, read 
Article 2, asked for a voice vote, the article passed. 


Mr. Heed read: 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the school district will vote to approve the cost items included in 
the collective bargaining agreement reached between the Westmoreland School Board 
and the Westmoreland Education Association which calls for the following increases in 
salaries and benefits:

Mr. Robert Hamilton noted that there 
have been several emergencies over the past few years in the town of Westmoreland and 
has there ever been any consideration to having a generator installed for the school to be 
used as an emergency shelter? Perhaps some FEMA or other funding? Mr. Ruehr 
explained there is special criteria to be a designated shelter and that would have to come 
from the Emergency Management Committee within the town, not from the school. 
Several other communities have done this and the costs have ranged anywhere from

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


Westmoreland School continues to excel among schools in the region. One area where 
Westmoreland School stands out is in the area of academic performance in reading and 
math. This conclusion was once again substantiated by the most recent state 
assessments released on January 28, 2010. 


An additional challenge comes from the Westmoreland parents and school board, who 
demand more than excellent reading and math programs for our students. They want a 
curriculum that includes critical thinking, social skills, citizenship, science, writing, social 
studies, health, physical education and the arts. | believe we already have quality 
programs in all those areas. Westmoreland School continues to focus on what matters 
most: the documented progress of each student, personally, socially, physically, and 
academically. Once basic needs are met, the most significant need of children is to 
belong. When they feel disconnected and disassociated, they make poor choices. 
Every 26 seconds, a child drops out of school. The more our students feel that the 
school community cares about them the more likely they are to grow academically as 
well as socially. Strong student-community relationships have been linked to many 
positive outcomes, including better behavior in classrooms and improvement in 
learning. 


This past summer Westmoreland teachers worked on a variety of projects to improve 
student learning. At the beginning of July, over fifty teachers participated in the 
Inquiring Minds Want to Know Science Partnership Grant, held at Keene State College. 
This grant allowed teachers in SAU 29 and Winchester to receive grade-level intense 
professional development in a seven-day institute format. Eleven SAU teachers served 
as institute instructors, thus building the cadre of science teacher leaders within our 
organization; Keene State faculty served on these teams as well to provide an 
instructional perspective that soanned from elementary through college level. Much of 
the information from the institute has been digitally captured and a website is being 
created to allow participants to share their knowledge with their peers who were unable 
to attend. Grade-level cohorts began to develop a common assessment tool and 
received direct instruction in Earth Space Science, Life Science, Physical Science, 
Science Process Skills, and Inquiry and Integration. Field experiences included Mt. 
Pisgah (AVEO) and Stonewall Farm. The co-authors and co-principal investigators, 
Dean Melinda Treadwell from Keene State College and Meredith Cargill, Director of 
Curriculum and Assessments for SAU 29 sought to develop a strong partnership 
between the two organizations and community organizations that can support applied 
science aligned with the newly adopted SAU 29 Science Curriculum. 


Also this past summer, a group of K-12 teachers met to finalize the SAU 29 Social 
Studies Curriculum. A new format, developed by Keene Middle School Social Studies 
Department Chair, Sean O’Mara, provides a succinct, user-friendly framework for each 
grade level. This version incorporates developmentally-appropriate content that aligns 
with the New Hampshire frameworks. A thoughtful approach was taken to ensure that 
each of the four Social Studies domains were addressed at each grade level, including: 
civics, economics, history, and geography. The curriculum is considered a “draft” 
publication to be piloted K-12 this school year, with official adoption beginning with the 
2010-2011 school year. 
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Educating the whole child requires connections beyond the basic core curriculum and 
many art teachers worked together this summer to finish an art curriculum rewrite. The 
SAU 29 Art Curriculum had not been updated in over a decade and the new curriculum 
developed this past summer takes into account current best practice and research. The 
format looks similar to our SAU 29 Science and Guidance curricula, but adds a digital 
“visual curriculum” component that represents developmentally-appropriate artifacts by 
grade level for each of the art domains in the curriculum: drawing, painting, printmaking, 
3-D, technology, and mixed media. 


World Language completed their curriculum work this summer. The robust World 
Language curriculum extends through Spanish, French, and Latin and looks at 
assessing students based on proficiencies: reading/writing, speaking/listening, 
vocabulary/grammar, integrated skills and participation. Additionally, we welcomed Ms. 
Zhou Ling, the new Mandarin teacher who will be working with SAU 29 schools as part 
of the Chinese Guest Teacher program. 


Many SAU 29 teachers participated in well-crafted professional learning communities 
over the summer. This provided an opportunity to focus curriculum alignment, common 
assessment development, and best instructional practices to increase student learning. 


Westmoreland students at Keene High School continue to perform well in the academic 
subjects. The Westmoreland students carried a total grade point average at Keene High 
School of 2.83 compared to the total population at Keene High School of 2.79. 


In English, 63 percent of the Westmoreland students earned a grade of “B” or better. In 
mathematics, 58 percent earned a grade of “B” or better. In science, 76 percent of the 
students earned a grade of “B” or better. In social studies, 73 percent of the students 
earned a grade of “B” or better. In world language, 71 percent of the students earned a 
grade of “B” or better. This past year 71 Westmoreland students enrolled at Keene 
High School had an attendance rate of 96.48% compared to 95.26% of overall student 
population. 


Westmoreland students participated in the following KHS extra-curricula activities: A 
Cappella Choir, Alpine Skiing, Band, Baseball, Boys Basketball, Boys Cross Country, 
Boys Lacrosse, Boys Soccer, Boys Track, Boys Volleyball, Chorus, Class Council, 
Dance Team, Destination Imagination, Drama Club, FCCLA, Football, Girls Basketball, 
Girls Cross Country, Girls Lacrosse, Girls Soccer, Girls Tennis, Girls Volleyball, HOSA, 
Interact Student Rotarians, Key Club, Latin Club, Math Team, National Art Honor 
Society, National Honor Society, Nordic Skiing, Sierra, Softball, Spanish Club, Spirit, 
Student Council, Students for a Free Tibet, Students for Peace, Ushers Club, Wrestling, 
Yoga, Young Monadnock Cares, and Youth & Government. 


Westmoreland seniors from the class of 2009 reported their post-secondary plans as 
follows: Champlain College, Keene State College, Landmark College, McGill University, 
NHTI-Concord, Plymouth State University, Skidmore, St. Michael’s, UNH, Wisconsin 
Wilderness Campaign-PBO, Employment. 


The constructive working relationship between the school board and staff continues to 
promote continuous school improvement. This is facilitated by good communication 
between the staff and board and by board members’ recognition of, and interaction with, 
the staff. One example of this is the school board/staff goal-setting retreat. This activity 
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not only produces a focus around which planning and allocation of resources occurs, 
but also fosters a dynamic of cooperation and trust. 


The Westmoreland community should be very proud of its school. The education 
program is in fine shape. With your support we can make some much needed repairs 
to the facility. Please make the time to visit the school, to attend a school-related 
activity, or attend a school board meeting. Please be sure to attend the Annual District 
Meeting on Friday, March 12, at 7:00 p.m.

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Academics 

We would like to congratulate Leigh Chickering as the valedictorian and Tasha Hatt as 
the salutatorian for our eighth grade class of 2009. Thirteen graduates participated in 
commencement and have transitioned successfully to Keene High School. We are 
proud of the comprehensive educational experience our students receive at 
Westmoreland School. To prepare for the rigors of secondary education, all students 
have access to courses in Health, Physical Education, Art, Guidance, and Library 
Technology. Students in grades 4-8 take World Language, with a short weekly 
enrichment in kindergarten and grade 3. Our core content academics are assessed 
through a variety of means, including the No Child Left Behind mandated NECAP tests 
(New England Common Assessment Program), NWEA (Northwest Evaluation 
Association), Measures of Academic Progress (MAP) tests, and classroom 
assessments. Certainly test preparation is a priority, teachers at Westmoreland School 
focus on the New Hampshire Framework of Standards and newly-revised SAU #29 
Curriculums. By using frameworks to map out instruction, students have access to 
some of the best educational opportunities in the region. 


Arts and Enrichment 

We continue to benefit from a fine and performing arts program. Our art classes take a 
developmental approach and are rooted in art appreciation, history, and theory. Mr. 
Barrett continues to provide a differentiated music program with a jazz ensemble, 
entitled “RAZMACS” that has performed at several school and community functions. 
Mrs. Newton and the chimes choir performed during this past holiday season in addition 
to school and regional venues. 


New Hampshire Dance Institute Program continues as a Westmoreland School tradition 
— supported by teachers and families. This year’s performance will be over the weekend 
of May 22, 2010 at Keene State College. Field Trips have included: Westmoreland- 
based community trips, Cheshire Historical Society, Cheshire Career Center, Stonewall 
Farm, Keene State College’s Thorne-Sagenthorpe Art Galiery, and performances at the 
Colonial Theater. | 


Our middle school community service program, under the direction of Paul Deschenes, 
clocked an impressive amount of combined hours of service. Westmoreland Middle 
School students served several community organizations, raised funds to be given to 
various charities, and donated their time to a variety of regional non-profits. In addition, 
students and community members collected and donated over 277 pounds of items to 
send to American service personnel serving overseas for the holidays. 


Athletics and Wellness 

Alan Palmer is our athletic director. Our soccer teams, led by Katy Fisk and Henry 
Bailly, had a successful season. Our Sports Boosters hosted the annual Connecticut 
Valley League Soccer Tournament in October. Amy Royce again took on the role of 
girls’ basketball coach, while Alan Palmer directed our boys’ team. We are all looking 
forward to spring and the opportunity for our softball and baseball teams to get 
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underway. The town recreational league, organized by Michael Acerno, engages over 
two-thirds of our student population in either school or recreational athletic programs. 


Facilities 

We have gone through a series of building improvement efforts this school year. A 
number of issues are focused on bringing the school up to code, per our last inspection 
with the state fire marshal. A big project has been slated for the very near future. 
Although the ceiling has served the staff and students well for the past 40 years our 
current ceiling insulation must be brought up to current code and our facilities committee 
is working with the school board to recommend a course of action. 


Volunteers 

Westmoreland School always benefits from talented and dedication of volunteers. The 
Westmoreland School Board put into effect a policy that requires that all volunteers 
successfully complete a criminal background check before volunteering. Forms are 
available in the school office and turnaround time from the state varies depending on 
their volume. We are truly appreciative to those who have completed the process and 
who give their time and skills to help broaden our successful school community. 


Happy Birthday, Westmoreland School! 

This spring will be the Golden Anniversary of Westmoreland School. The year 2010 
marks the fiftieth birthday of our school building! Under the leadership of the 
Westmoreland School Parent-Teacher Association (PTA) and collaboration of school 
staff, we hope to provide students, staff, and alumni a chance to celebrate.

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Health Office Report 


The fall of 2009 was a time of transition in the health office. The year started out with Michelle 
Majewski and Mona Livernois sharing the position of school nurse. Shortly after the start of the 
school year, Ms. Livernois left her position and was replaced by Cindy Wood, beginning in 
November. In addition to the staff transition, there was an outbreak of influenza-like illness 
(probably novel H1N1 influenza) in the school. This made for an interesting start to the school 
year, especially for Mrs. Majewski, a first-year school nurse. 


The outbreak of flu in several families and clusters in several classes was tracked and reported 
to the state infectious disease agency. Daily reports and tracking influenza-like illness continue 
as needed. The nurses were briefed and prepared to manage a more severe outbreak, which © 
fortunately has not happened as of now. 


The health office has seen over 750 student visits since September, not including all the visits 
for a change of clothes, or a loan of hat or mittens. Approximately 115 over-the-counter 
medications have been dispensed, in addition to countless cough drops. We do not currently 
administer any scheduled medications during the day, but we do have several prescribed 
inhalers and Epi-pens for students who might need them in an emergency. 


There are 34 first, second, and third grade students enrolled in the Cheshire Smiles Fluoride 
rinse program. The children participate weekly in the program, which is carried out by the nurse. 


A health insurance survey confirmed that 100% of our students are covered by health 
insurance. 


The NH Immunization Audit was completed with 100% of our students in compliance with state 
immunization requirements. 


All students were weighed and measured. All students were screened for hearing and vision. 
There were no referrals to audiology or optometry. Scoliosis screening will take place in the 
spring. 


Head lice screening detected a few isolated cases that were followed-up with appropriate 
measures, and there have been no further problems. 


A seasonal flu clinic was offered to faculty and staff. 

Puberty education was offered to 5" grade boys and girls during January 2010. 

Mrs. Wood and Mrs. Majewski have shared the responsibility of attending wellness committee 
meetings, continuing education, and health promotion in the school and community. They 
continue to cooperate with classroom teachers, guidance, administration and parents in helping 
to address all the health and wellness needs of our students and staff.
